Adeſt fides inſtificans, (ed 
ea que miraculorum dicitur, iam deryt : which is thus 
much in engliſh: Becauſethat now at this day theſe 
things (to wit miracles) are not wrought in the 
Church; ſhall wetherefore ſay, that Chriſtians are 
altogether without faith? God forbid, thatwe ſhould 
thinke ſo badly of God his people.. For they haue 
iultifying faith, but thatwhich they call the faith of 
miracles,is alreadieceaſcd. For ſeeing that the ende 
of working miracles was to confirme the word, as 
Saint Paw/(aith, 1.Cor.cap. 14. verſ. 22. of the mira- 
culousgiftof languageszthatitwasatoken to them 
that belecue not, and not to them that belecue, to 
prepareand mooue their mindesto theimbracing 
of the Goſpel: which Goſpel, beeing now a great 
while (ince ſufficiently mr the truth ther- 

es 


of eſtabliſhed by miracles, whatneedeth the conti- 
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' nuance of thefaid gift amongſt v? And thatthe gife 


of working miracles, was but for acertainerithe, at 
the beginning onely, beſtowed vpon his Church;as 
divers other fpirituall gifts were,whichare rehearſed 
inthe 12.chap.of the r.Epilt, Cor,it is very manifelt: 
becauſ. thatallthe reſt of miraculous gifts there re- 
cited areccaſed,& out of vſe at this preſent. VWhere- 
fore the wizzards of theſe our daies,howſoeuer they 
colour their legerdemaine in this behalfe yet they 
are farre from the true praQtiſe of working miracles, 
giuen and accepted of God: by reaſon thatthevfe 
thereof isceaſed with the end, for which itwas gi- 


- ven,and ordained, Neither are weto thinke that the 


hand of the Lord is ſhortened therby, no more then 
itwas,when 2/armaceaſed among the Ifraclites. But 
the Lord knoweth, and doth alwates, that which is 
molt conuenient,and profitable, both for his owne 
Sloric,and for our cternall comfort, Yea,by his pro- 
vidence he fo moderateth the pre ations of 
all thoſe, vpon whome hee beltoweth this grace of 
working miracles ;that they doe L00ny in this be- 
halfe,but onely as he doth dire, and afligne them, 
So Moſes did his miracles alwaies at God his ap- 
pointment : and the diſciples of our Saviour Teſus 
Chriſt, could not heale the lunaticke childe, in the 
17. chap.of Saint farthew. Howbeitatother times 
they did greater wonders, And the Prophet Nathan 


inthe ſecond booke of Sanmel,cap.7.becauſe hewas 
not hrſt direQted by God, failed in giuing counſaile 


vnto Dazid, tobuild the temple, Neither may wee 


: _ thinke,thar it hath beene otherwiſe in this caſe with 
any other of the ſervants of God, For albeit jt bee

matter ;for now yeaske ye wotnot what, Butthoſe
